Center. Police say with the help of an 
accomplice he may have traveled 
throughout Omaha either by foot or car. 

Many UNO students were on pins and 
needles Wednesday night when they heard 
news of the sighting. They were shocked to 
know that he was on the UNO campus. 

“That's really scary, because if he’s been 
sentenced for 120 years in prison and he’s in 
here around students, you don’t really feel 
secure,” said ‘Tosin Makinde, a senior. 

“If people knew about it, then they 
wouldn't feel safe on campus and it would 
be a concern,” said Kate Sjogren, an alumna.

A UNO resident from the 
University Village found illegal 
drugs in building five last Thursday, 
Campus Security reported. 

The student notified a resident 
assistant, who turned the substance 
over to officials, said Paul Kosel, 
assistant manager of Campus 
Security. He said less than one ounce 
of marijuana was found. : 

Kosel said incidences _ of 
controlled substance use are rare in 
campus housing units. In 2002, 


Campus Security received only four 
drug law referrals for disciplinary 
action from residential housing on 
campus. 

“If we get one or two a semester, 
that’s probably a lot,” Kosel said. 
“That's obviously not to say that 
there may not be more going on that 
we don’t know about.” 

Kent Lavene, assistant director of 
University Village, said some 
instances where controlled 
substances are found in campus 
housing may not be reported to 
Campus Security. However, he 
added that the occurrence of such 


incidences is rare. 

“It’s certainly not as common 
here as it is at other campuses,” he 
said. 

Lavene couldn’t comment on the 


details and proceedings in this case. ' 
He said that drug incidences are | 


handled on an individual basis 
depending on the circumstances. 
Generally, he said, punishment 


may range from probation to eviction | 
from the housing units. Some , 


offenders also attend drug and 
alcohol education classes on campus. 


“It’s certainly not overlooked,” | 


he said.

According to these repoi 
identity theft is the use of your nat 
and other personal information for | 
financial benefit of the thief. The cri 
normally involves credit cards, loz 
and bank accounts opened and abus 
in your name without — yc 
knowledge. 

Your money may not necessar 
be stolen, but your credibility - 
creditors, employers and ever 
graduate schools will be affected. 

There were 9.9million victims ¢ 
identity theft in 2003, costing over 
billion dollars to consumers. 

Unfortunately, it is almost alwe 
the responsibility of the victims. to 
repair the damage done to their credit. 

Many students may not realize 
how accessible their personal data is on 
a daily basis, Almost half of all college 
students regularly receive pre- 
approved credit: applications and 
subsequently toss them without 
shredding. 

Students rarely check their credit 
card or bank statements 
discrepancies,

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The prison guards were 
later found unharmed and 
handcuffed to a tree by the side 
of a road near Plattsmouth, 
Neb., said State Patrol officials. 
Police found the prison van 
shortly before 4 p.m. near 25th 
Street and St. Mary’s Avenue in 
Omaha. 

McGuire began serving 
time in August of 1983 for first- 
degree sexual assault, robbery, 
use of a firearm to commit a 
felony and kidnapping. He 
was sentenced up to 193 years 
in prison. In June 2001, he was 
involved in an escape attempt 
at the Nebraska State 
Penitentiary in Lincoln. 

Authorities believe that McGuire is still hiding somewhere 
in the metro. He is believed to be armed with a small caliber 
handgun and is considered dangerous. 

Various law agencies are on the lookout for McGuire. 
Omaha police were seen working with UNO’s campus security 
officers Wednesday evening. 

Deb Collins, spokeswoman for the Nebraska State Patrol, 
said police have received dozens of tips from the public.

L. Ripa wins $15 million award 

A Philadelphia Common Pleas Court 
jury has ordered a Philadelphia surgeon to 
pay Linda Ripa, sister of TV star Kelly 
Ripa, $15 million for failing to properly 
repair her broken ankle. 

Linda Ripa, 30, was an aspiring model 
and actress when she was nearly killed in 
a 1999 car accident that fractured her 
pelvis, sternum and = ankle and 
endangered her eight-month pregnancy. 
She claimed in her lawsuit that a surgeon 
who operated on the ankle three days after 
the crash rushed her into surgery 
unnecessarily without telling her of the 
risks, then improperly set her broken 
bones. 

Ripa had offered to settle for $24 
million, but was turned down by the 
doctor, who said her nerve damage was 
caused by the crash, not the efforts to heal 
her.

In 1954, 
Nintendo brought its first system trom Japan to 
the United States, killing Atari’s fanbase. Sales 

for the 2600, the 5200 and the new 7800 
disappeared. 


Yet, Atari continued to fight against the 
new giants of Sega and Nintendo. In 1993, 
when the 32-bit generation (the Sega Satum 
and Sony Playstation) was still just a dream, 
Atari was working on a top seeret oFbit home 
system. That system was Jaguar. The system 
suffered because the controllers had over 100 
buttons and every game released for it was the 
new worst video game ever. Atari finally called 
it quits in 1996, 

But that wasn’t the end. Three years ago, 
Infogrames Entertainment purchased Hasbro, 
the company that owned all Atari titles and 
Intellectual property, Last year the company 
officially changed its name to Atari. Now, it is 
back to its old 1990s tricks in releasing horrible 
games like Termiator 3: Rise of the Machines and 
Dragonball Z: Budokai 2. 

At times the trip down Atari’s memory 
lane was good, Most times it was bad. And 
nothing, could be worse than Atari’s last game 
Enter the Matrix.

University of Nebraska-Omaha’s 
men’s basketball team may want to 
think twice before dusting off their 
home uniforms. 

The Mavericks claimed their 
fourth read win in the North Central 
Conference and their eighth win 
away from Omaha with a 74-67 win 
at South Dakota. The win was UNO's 
first at the DakotaDome since 1992. 
South Dakota came into the contest 
averaging 87.3 points per game, but 
was stopped by a resolute Maverick 
defense. 

Maverick center Levy Jones said 
his team was buoved by thoughts of 
ending a similar streak earlier in the 
season, 

“This is a big win for us,” Jones 
said. “We hadn't won up here in 
years. We stopped the South Dakota 
State streak, though, so we wanted to 
get this one, too. You have to give 
credit to South Dakota, though. 
They're a tough group of guys.” 

Neither side could) establish 
more than a four-point lead in the 
first half until the final minutes. USD 
took a 26-25 lead on Derek Paben’s 
layup with 3:12 left, but the Mavs 
scored the last six points of the half, 
capped by Andre ‘Tarpley’s three- 
pointer. 

UNO never relinquished that 
lead and kept the Coyotes at least 
two possessions behind for almost 
the entire second half. USD whittled 
the lead down to 68-64 and, 
following a pair of Zac Robinson free 
throws, pulled within three points on 
a 30-foot desperation heave of a 
three-pointer from Vincent McGill. 
The Coyotes then fouled Jones, but 
the 6-foot-11 junior from Minneapolis 
calmly drained both free throws. 

Jones said he was aware of how 
key those free throws might be. 

“Y knew they were big. free 
throws,” Jones said. “IF | hadn’t hit 
those, knowing those guys they 
would have probably come down 
and hit another 30-footer. So 1 just 
relaxed, saw nothing but the basket,

Jones and Tola Dada each had 14 
points and seven rebounds to lead 
UNO (15-5, 5-2 NCC). Ty Graham 
added 12 points, six assists and five 
rebounds while Robinson had 10 
points. Tommie King, the reigning 
NCC Player of the Week, led all 
scorers with 27 points for USD (12-7, 
2-5), 

UNO currently sits in second 
place in the NCC, trailing only North 
Dakota State (13-7, 6-1) while 
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Minnesota State-Mankato (16-5), St. 
Cloud State (13-6) and South Dakota 
State (20-3) are all tied for third witha 
4-3 conference record.

Feb. 6: 1895-Former Boston Red Sox and New York 
Yankee George Herman Ruth was born. Babe, as he is more 
commonly known, retired as baseball’s home run leader 
and arguably the greatest player of all time. 1970-The 
National Basketball Association voted to add four new 
teams, expanding to 18.

As a result of angering the 
religious leaders and beating up the 
average Joe in the street, in 1979 the Iranians 
welcomed back exiled religious leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini and the Shah

SOME FACTS: 


Total population is about 65 million. 
Approximately 70 percent are under the 
age of 30.

Most people can barely afford day-to- 


: day life. The very poor know very little

NOW WANT: Everyone knows now 
that 9-11 changed everything.

The mullahs know 
their days are numbered and are afraid of 
the Americans. As of January 2004, the 
religious leaders under Khameini have 
declared many of the reformist candidates 
ineligible (because they are ‘reformers’).

WHAT YOUNG PEOPLE

WOMEN’S ROLE: 

Women are required to wear the manto 
(like a long dress) and head covering. “Any 
color is allowed except red. But nowadays 
women can get by showing a little hair. It’s 
getting better,” an Iranian woman said. 


Legally, women are equal to men in 
terms of voting, working, traveling and 
going to school. A woman still needs her 
father’s permission to marry, at least the 
first time. Once she’s divorced, she can 
remarry without permission. 


CULTURAL INFLUENCES: 

“The new generation is changing fast,” 
Ali said. “They are getting away from 
religion, accepting westem culture. Drugs 
is replacing religion big time. Ecstasy is easy 
to get in Tehran. Virginity used to be 
important, but in big cities open sex is 
accepted amongst the youth. Many parents 
are happy if the daughter has only one 
boyfriend.”
